Compulsory sarvice must so er or later 
become inevitable. The Army, it is stated, is 
in the melting-pot—a pot that has received

years’ service, subject to restrictions ; second- 
ly, that, in some measure to make up for their 
short stay in the Army, they have to undergo 
extra drills, and are not given staff billets ;

DBAR CEREALS. 


The country “is suffering considerably this 
year from the high price of cereals. Darrah 
and ‘beans, which form the principal ingredient 

nthe. diet of the fellah, have 
price of P.'T. 9 to 10 per keila. In spite ae 
the excellent barley crop in the Mariout 
district, for which the abundant rains of last 
winter are responsible, the price of barley has 
risen to P.T. 68 to 65 per ardeb, against 
aD veage i P.T. 45 ‘per ardeb in 1904, 
when the rain crop was to all intents and 
purposes non-existent. The English and"Con- | ™ 
tinental\breweries have bought. up a very 
large proportion of this year’ 8 crop, and the 
barley from the rain belt is evidently in as 
high request among brewers as ever. The 
present price of these cereals makes the feeding 
of horses and cattle a very costly affair. The 
bersim is over and the poorér owners of 
cattle and horsés are sometimes obliged to 
give their beasts half rations. 


MORTGAGES IN EGYPT. 


It is stated that the Land Bank of Egypt 
has announced that it will issue no further 
loans on poriennee till the end of September. 
This bark has. already placed upwards of 
£1,300,000 on similar lofns since its founda- 
tion six.months ago. The other mortgage-banks 
are only \accepting on an average about 5 per 
cent. of the transactions proposed. ‘The natural, 
result of this action on their part is the growth 
of a certain uneasiness among: land-ownéers, 
who find great difficulty in obtaining the 
money required for the exploitation of their 
lands. The Agricultural Bank, of course, con- 
fines its operations to the small cultivator.

MR. FREEMAN’S REPORT. <_ 


_—— 


In his report on the trade of Alexandria for 
1904 Mr. Vice-Consal Freeman remarks ;— 
The answer to the question why the United 
Kingdom is, or at any rate seems to be, giad- 
ually losing the largest share in’ respect of the 
total. imports is perhaps to be found in the 
wonderfully prosperous condition of the. coun- 
try,in the greater attention that it consequently, 
attracts among Continental manufacturers and 
merchants, and in the keener desire. aroused 


on their part to enter so tempting a market. 


The contributions of countries other than those 
specified in the table have more than donbled 
in the space of four years. Postal parcels and 
the various goods included under the heading 
of “Other imports” have likewise doubled in 
four years. The expansion is spread over all 
categories and almost. all items, and the stock 
inquiry ; ‘Where are there openings for British 
trade ?” can best be answered with the one 
word “everywhere.” But at the same time 
I. can only repeat the stock advice to 
manufacturers, jointly or singly, to have agents 
on the spot and to send more travellers. 
As 3 “the representative of a group of British’ 
firms remarked to me, the native _ tastes may 
not change, the same class of goods may be in 
demand for years, but nevertheless local 
requirements should be studied at the outset, 
and regular, periodical visits are necessary to 
ensure a hold on the market. The agents at 
Alexandria of a British firm i in 

ters’ and blacksmiths’ tools and also in 
Sheffield goods in general wrote to this Con- 
sulate as follows:—‘The difficulty with our 
principals arises from the fact that the native 
does not use the same tools as the British 
workman. Many modifications and additions 
have consequently to be made so as to adapt 
the tools to what is required on our markets, 
If it were a question of a few articles only, 
the difficulty could easily be overcome by 
sending home samples ; but as there area 
thousand and probably more lines that have 
to be attended to you will easily understand 
how impossible if is for ari agent who is 


‘néither a carpenter nora blacksmith to give 


them all the particulars they’ want. We there- 
fore suggested that they should send ont 
either one of the partners in their firm ora 
competent traveller, who, with our help, might 
secure the first orders. What we have to 
complain of most in the firms at home is that, 
although our markets are inyéded by an army 


-of foreign travellers, they (the British firms) 


do not take the trouble or care to incur the 
the | expense of sending out competent men to see 
What others ara doing. We may give you as 
an instance thé case of Messrs............ whose 
turnover with us was very small until they 
Seunipe to send out one of the partners of the 

firm, They are now. doing. many more thoasands 


‘than they did hundreds.”

Dowager Duchess of Sutherland, for example, 
had long to wait before she saw agaiithe gems 
stolen from her.at .a station in Paris.

Then she was staying in 
Italy, and to her a: Sorrento there came a 
pedlar, who, quite by chance, displayed before 
her his pack of trivial wares. ‘here, among 
them, its value all unsuspected, lay the long- 
lost jewel, with nothing to tell how it came 
into the possession of the hawker.

‘ye “Oiticial Messenger,” in a lengthy re- 
view of the troubles at Odessa; after dealing 
with the earlier disturbances on shore, proceeds 
to relate the history ‘of the naval revolt as 
“ollows :— 

“The troubles increased an! developed into 
ypen revolt when a regrettably shameful event 
oecurred, and oue without parallel in the annals 
of the Russian Navy. At fouro’clock in the 
morning of the 28th, there arrived in the 
arbour of Odessa from ‘Tendrovo Bay a battle- 
ship of the Black Sea Squadron, the ‘“Kniaz 

temkin,’ which sent ashore its boats with 
tne body of a sailor. ‘The seamen accompany- 
ing the body exposed it on the quay, with a 
‘ote pinned to the chest, declaring that an 
inpocent sailor, named Omelchuk, had been 
killed by an officer for having expressed dis- 
satisfaction with the food, that all the officers 
of the battleship had been killed by the crew, 
avd that the battleship would reply by bom- 
barding the town if the authorities of the port 
caused the body to be removed, or approached 
the battleship. 

“Thousands of workmen assembled on the 
spot where the body was exposed, and the 
excitement increased, especially under the 
‘ntluence of incendiary speeches delivered by 
agitators at the side of the body. ‘The speakers 
persuaded the crowd to profit by this occur- 
rence to attain the aim indicated by the 
revolutionaries, but when the Sub-Prefect, with 
the authorities of the port, arrived on the 
scene to make an inquiry into the affair, the 
sailors, with threats and insults, fled.

‘According to the evidence of one of the 
ofiicers and a sailor, who swam by night from 
the “Xniaz Potemkin” to the Jand, what took 
viace on the battleship was as follows. The 

Xniaz Potemkin,” commanded by Commander 
Golikoff, aud accompanied by torpedo-boat 
No. 267, commanded by Lieut. Klodt, left 
Sebastopol on June 25 for ‘lendrovo Bay, for 
firing practice. Un the 27th the crew, on the 
pretext of the bad quality of the meat brought 
by the torpedo-boat fram Odessa, refused to 
eat the soup. By order ot the commander, the 
crew were assembled on the deck, and the 
second ofticer (Guiliarovsky, ordered those 
sailors who did not refuse the food to step 
forward. 

“When the majority of the sailors, stepped 
forward, and the second officer was beginning 
to write down the names of the minority who 
remained, the latter seized the rifles which 
were piled on deck and proceeded to load 
them. ‘I'he urdec to fire on them was not 
obeyed by the guard, and the second officer, 
snatching a rifle from one of the guards, fired 
two or three times on a sailor, and wounded 
him mortally. ‘I'he mutinous sailors then 
fired volleys on the officers, pursuing them to 
different parts of the ship. ‘I'he commanding 
officer was killed, while some officers jumped 
into the sea, but were fired on and killed in 
the water, even 47 millimetre guns being 
used, 

“Besides the commanding oflicer, those 
killed included the second in command, 
Guiliarovsky, Lieuts. Neonpakoieff aud ‘Toune, 
Second Lieuts. Grigarieff and Liyentzoil, Dr. 
Smirnoff, and about 30 sailors. The rest ot 
the crew and the crew of the torpedo boat were 
terrorised by the mutineers, who shelled the 
torpedo. boat, and put under arrest those 
oflicers. who remained alive. % . 

“On board the battleship a commfittee of 20 
sailors was organised, which took command of 
the ship and gave orders that she should 
proceed to Odessa. She arrived there in the 
evening of the 27th, and next morning sent a 
bcat ashore with=the body of the sailor 
Omeichak.

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THE LARGEST NEW BATTLESHIPS.

The ink is scarcely dry with which was 
recently recorded the fact that England ig 
about to build the largest, most powerful, and 
the heaviest-gunned ship. which the world bas 
ever seen, and behold! Japan appears npon 
the scene, and goes one better—no, three 
better—with three battleships, each a thousand 
tons heavier than our own Dreadnought. 
Two of these are to be built in England, 
and the third is either begun, or is about to 
be begun, at Yokosuka Dockyard, in Japan. 
Nor even yet are we at the limit of dis- 
placement, for recent papers announce that 
Germany is building, with the utmost secrecy, 
two battleships of 20,000 tons each. ‘The 
Kaiser is an ambitious man, and it is evidept 
that the fever of bigness is in his veins. It one 
were to ask for what purpose Germany requires 
such immense ships, the afswer would be 
obvious. They are for use against England. 
With regard to our ally, Japan, the case is 
altogether different. Like Great Britain, Japan 
is an insular Power, whose safety and existence 
depend on its power to defend its shores ; and 
it is not, therefore, surprising to find that 
even before peace is declared Japan is adding 
very largely to her Fleet. She has now in 
course of construction*at home and abroad 
seven warships of the aggregate. displacement 
of 116,350 tons. In addition to these seven 
ships Japan is also building several medium- 
sized cruisers, émall cratt, and torpedo-boats 
and torpedo boat destroyers ; so that she will 
emerge from the present war with a Navy’ 
more formidable than that with which she 
began it.
